he yarn kit this issue isa 
| particular favourite of mine. It’s 
called Artsy and it’s the most 

delicious blend of warm orange and 
golden tones mixed with purples, lilacs 
and pinks, reminding me of beautiful 
summer pansies or bearded irises 
growing in a cottage garden. When | 
need fresh colour inspiration for my 
crafting projects, I often turn to Mother 
Nature who seldom gets it wrong! 
I’ve only recently learned how to 
confidently crochet and I’m loving the 
speed and versatility of my newfound 
craft. I’m going to make a pair of wrist 
warmers to wear on chilly days. I’ll start 
by working enough chains to 
comfortably fit around the widest part 
of my hand. I’m starting with Bold Red 
and then I'll work through Vibrant 
Orange and Bright Yellow before the 
Plum, Purple Mix and Soft Violet 
colours. I’m going to work a dense fabric 
of trebles worked first into the chain 
and then on every row after that I’ll 
work in the “V” at the top of every stitch. 
This dense fabric will make sure my 
wrists and hands stay warm. Don’t 
forget, the first treble will actually be 
three chains, and then I’ll work trebles 
thereafter. I'll work in the round for the 
first repeat of all six colours, working 
one round of trebles in each colour. To 
create a hole for the thumb, I’ll work 
right up to the last stitch, then instead 
of working a slip stitch into the first 
three chains I’ll turn my work, start a 
new colour and work three chains, 
working back in the opposite direction. 
Keep doing this for two rounds of 
different colours and then go back to 
working in rounds. This will create a 
nice hole for my thumb to pop through! 
Enjoy your Artsy yarn pack, 
whatever you 


choose to make, 
and stay snug!

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hat do you get when you mix a knitting designer, a 
photographer and a trip around Iceland? A pretty 
spectacular book, that’s what! The self-proclaimed ‘nerdy 
knitter’ Joan of Dark (aka Toni Carr) and talented 
photographer Kyle Cassidy made a visit to the magical, geologically 
fascinating place that is Iceland to write Lopapeysa, a book that is 
part travel guide, part knitting pattern collection. Filled with 
stunning photographs, Icelandic designer profiles, and a selection of 
beautiful patterns written by Joan during the trip, it’s ajoyful read 
that will have you reaching for your passport. We caught up with the 
authors to get a taste of their experiences while putting it together. 


You may have heard that Iceland is 
something of a promised land for knitters 
- the unique wool, the Handknitting 
Association store, the way that knitting 
and wool are embedded in the country's 
very core. But not only is if paradise for 
crafters, it's also the perfect destination 
for those who love them Too, as Kyle 
explains. "If you go ona knitting vacation 
fo Iceland, and your spouse is Knitting or 
faffing around with yarn, 
you can turn your head 
and look at the volcano 
that is right now spewing 
lava 300 feet into the air," 
Kyle says. “Iceland has this 
amazing, marvellous, 
mind-blowing knitting 


scene - everybody knits, there's a yarn 
aisle in the grocery store - but there is so 
much else that will delight and fascinate 
non-knitters." Promising everything from 
the “life-changing experience" of seeing a 
volcano erupt, to beautiful, isolated 
landscapes, Kyle assures us that Iceland is 
for everyone. 

As well as volcanic eruptions, Joan and 
Kyle got to see a lot of incredible things

"A lopapeysa is knit in almost one piece, 
usually from the bottom up and worked 
in the round to the underarms," Joan fells 
us. "Then the sleeves are knit, and 
everything is joined together at the 
yoke, where you start your colourwork 
pattern." Armed with this knowledge and 
| the necessary techniques, once in 
Iceland, Kyle set about knitting his very 
wn lopapeysa. By making his lopi during 
S travels, Kyle was able to create 
something that acted almost like a diary 
of his time there. "Whenever you build 
something, whether it's a sweater or a 
house, that thing is made of time and it's 
made of memory," he says. "You're 
preserving an ephemeral experience that 
you had in a phusical object. As a 
photographer, as someone who tries to 
preserve things, being able fo essentially 
save emotions is both fascinating and 
wonderful to me." Everything that Kyle 
experienced, with Joan's help, could be 
turned into stitches and incorporated into 
his lopi. “My pattern had the earth, it had 
Viking swords, it had a design we saw on 
the pavement in Reykjavik, it had a 
volcano..." he recalls. "All of these things 
that | saw made It into this design." 

Joan was also on the lookout for 
inspiration. "I've constantly got my phone 
out fo photograph skulines, or patterns 
on the street, anything that looks like it 
could work ifs way into a chart," she says. 
The ‘Learned Lopapeysa’' pattern in the 
book Is a prime example of how Joan's 
designs were shaped by her experiences 
in Iceland. "We were pretty much done 
with the book and ready fo relax, but 
after seeing some women in short sleeve 
lopapeysa shirts, | had the idea to make 
one. Then | thought about how local 
knitter Janina Witzel added a rolled edge 
in a contrasting colour to all her lopi, and 
| knew | wanted to incorporate that into a 
pattern as well," she says. "The yoke came

from all the geometric shapes that were 
just bouncing around in my head from all 
the sweaters and drawings and stories we 
had seen. | sat at a table in Reykjavik and 
knit and designed the thing in one day!" 
The lopi-style designs in the book, 
which include a haf, dress anda 
headband as well as several sweaters, 
pay homage to many of the Icelandic 
designers and knitters Joan met on her 
travels. “It's hard fo say which | admire the 
most," Joan muses. "Rebekka 
Gudleifsdéttir is a pretty incredible 
designer and her patterns tend to be very 
unique. Also Palla Gunnarsdottir, this older 
woman who | don't think published her 
designs, she just made them - she had this 
unique style of faroe knitting, and her 
sweaters were mostly one of a kind." 
Despite the complex cultivation, 
adaptation and change that has befallen 


the lopi pattern and its colour charts over 
many years, Joan assures us that knitting 
one is in fact easily achievable. "Most 
knitters who are intimidated by a 
lopapeysa knit one then wonder why 
they were so worried!" Joan grins. "Make 
sure you understand the chart first, and 
know the decreases. Then just dive in." 

By the end of the trip, beginner knitter 
Kyle had indeed managed to make his 
very own lopapeusa - and if was a big 
moment. “The first time my head went 
through the finished sweater if was an 
eruption of joy - there are actually 
pictures of that moment in the book," Kyle 
recalls. "It was a year of work behind me 
in learning how to knit, planning the trip, 
doing all that work, and here was this 
physical thing at the end," he says. "Here 
was the tangible output of that intangible 
experience. And that was perfect."

Beginner knitters often ask, "How 
can | tell the difference between a 
knit stitch and a purl stitch?" It's 
actually really easy! A knit stitch 
ooks like a 'V', and a purl stitch 
appears as a bump. This is useful fo 
know when working patterns like rib 
that involve switching between the 
two, or when following instructions 
such as ‘knit the knit stitches and 
purl the purl stitches’.

Join Now: letsknit.co.uk/Ikt-join 


slip knot 


You need to make a slip Knot on your needle before 


casting on. It counts as your first cast-on stitch 


1 Hold the yarn under your left thumb, wrap it twice 


around your left index and middle fingers, with the 


second loop closer fo the base of the fingers. With the 
backs of the fingers uppermost, insert The tip of the 
needle beneath the first loop and over the second, then 


pull the second loop under the first. 


2 Remove your two fingers and gently tug on both ends 


of yarn fo tighten the slip knot around the needle. 
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cast on 
This method, also called 
the ‘two-needle method’, 
is great for beginners 


1 Make a slip knot on the 
LH needle and pull if tauf. 
Insert the RH needle into 
the knot from front to 
back, passing under the LH 
needle. Wrap the ball end 
of yarn anti-clockwise 
around the point of the 
RH needle. 


2 Pull The loop that forms 
back through the original 
stitch and insert the tip of 
the LH needle into the new 
stitch from underneath to 
transfer from the RH to LH 
needle. There should now 
be two stitches on the 
LH needle. 


3 Repeat the above steps, 
knitting into the top stitch 
on the LH needle and 
returning the new stitches 
from the RH to the LH needle 
until you have the required 
number of stitches. 
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knit stitch (k) 
Also known as garter 
stitch, the knit stitch is the 
foundation of knitting 


1 Once cast on, insert 
the tip of the RH needle 
upwards and from front 

to back into the top stitch 
on the LH needle. The RH 
needle should sit behind 
the LH one. Wrap the ball 
end of yarn anti- 
clockwise around the tip 
of the RH needle. 


2 Using the RH needle, pull 
a loop of the wrapped 
yarn through the original 
stitch to create a new one 
on the RH needle. 


3 Slide the original stitch 
off the LH needle. 
Repeat from step 1. 


purl stitch (p) 
Most frequently seen 
paired with the knit stitch 
to create different stitch 
patterns like stocking 
stitch and ribbing 


1 With the ball-end of 
the yarn at the front 
(towards you), insert the Tip 
of the RH needle into the 
front loop of the first stitch 
from right To left, with the 
RH needle in front of the LH 
one. Wrap the ball end of 
the yarn anti-clockwise 
around the RH needle 


2 Draw this needle 
backwards and upwards, 
forming a new stitch on 
the RH needle.

Carefully lift it up and over 
the top stitch, dropping it 
off the tip of the RH needle

No, it's not," she 
counters. “It's whatever you want if to 
be, you define what it is." Certainly, 
knitting has diversified and seen a 
revival in recent years, and it's no longer 
viewed as tethered to a narrow 
demographic as if once was. Leerke 
thinks this modern-day shift in 
popularity is in part due to the need to 
escape our heavily digitalised world 
today. "We're online constantly," she 
says. “Even when I'm watching 
something on my computer,

MISTAKES ARE FOR MAKING 

Many knitters can relate to Leerke when 
it comes to her dislike for weaving in 
ends - and as someone who loves to 
use as many different colours as 
possible, Laerke decided a new 
approach was in order. "| just started 
knotting the ends and was like, ‘hey this

is nice. It looks handmade, and it is 
handmade’. Kind of like life," she muses, 
“filled with flaws and perfect in its 
imperfection.” Leerke's unique 
techniques and shortcuts are a great 
example of the refreshing way she 
approaches crafting. "| want people to 
enjoy doing crafts without feeling like 
they should be someone they're not," 
she explains, pointing out that in the 
past, perfectionism and an emphasis 
on doing things ‘the right way’ has 
been a hindrance to knitters and their 
acceptance within the craft community. 
“But fortunately, we're moving past this 
and now you can do things your own 
way," she saus. “If you want fo tie a 
knot, tie a Knot. If you don't want to 

tie a knot, don't tie a Knot. Don't be 
afraid to make mistakes, just embrace 
them, because they're going to come 
anyway. And hopefully this will also 
reflect on some
